third of said appropriation to be devoted to the survey of the road
from St. Paul by Fort Ridgely, to the Missouri River, and the re-
maiader to the survey and marking a route from the Missouri River,
by way of Nobjes’ Pass, to the summit of the Sierra Nevadas.

Memorial 1o Congress for the sxteblizhment 'g a Road fram 8t. Paul,by wayof Little Cannde

to Rum Recer,

7o the Flunorable Nenote and Tlonse of Representatives of the United
States in Congress Assembled: This memorial of the Legislative As-
sembly of the Territory of Minnesota respectfully sheweth; that,
that portion of said Territory included within the jimits of the north-
ern Kortion of Ramsey, and the western portion of Chisago, and
north-western portion of Ramsey Counties, is composed of lands
which are fertile and inviting to the emigrunt, both on account of
the quality of the s0il, and the abundance of excellent timber, which,
but .}or the dificulty of commuuication, owing to the present want
of bridges and other improvements necessary to establish and open
a Road, wlich may be travelled with ordinary facility, would shoert~
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ly be settled and inhabited by a populativn, which would scon be-
come the natural and legitimate purchasers of that large and
important tract of the public domain, which, for want of the facilities
alluded to, remains at the present time mostly an uninhubited wil-
derness, s
Your Memorialists would further represent to your Honorable
Body, that the construction of a road from St. Paul, by way of the
present settlement of Little Caneda, (so called) in the said County
of Ramsey by way of the weatermost branch of Sunrise River in
the County of Chisago, to a point on Rum River in the County of
Ramsey, aforesaid, near the south-western corner of Township
numbered thirty-five (35) north, Rangu twenty-five (25) west of
the fourth principal Meridinn; would accommodate and subserve
the interests of the settlers, who would rapidly embraco the oppor-
tunity to settle and purchase the intermediate lands along the line
of said road—would benefit the interests of all portions of the Ter-
ritory—enhance the value of all government lands contiguous there-
te; and greatly subserve the interests of the Goverament of the
United Statea in jts Militnry transnctions, and in jta intercourse
with the various Indian tribes within the Territory of Minnesota.
Your Memoriulists would further represent that owing to the
sparseness of the population along the greater part of the line of
said proposed Road, we cannot hope for its enrl{lcnmplction, with-
out some assistance or appropriation from your Henorable Body to
aid in ita construction; and your Memorialists wouid therefore, re-
spectfully pray that you will at as early n day as practicable, ap-
propriate to, and for the construction and complation of the Road
afvresaid, a sum not lesy than five thousand dollnra to be expended
with ar¥ under the proper regulutions for the early construction and
completion therenf.
